Dr. W. Scblich. the well-known for- 


est expert, in a recrnt address before 
the London Society of Arts, predicted 
a positive timber famine ia the cear 
future unless systematic measures fur 
increasing the world's supply be ipeed- 
ily adopted. He pointed out that the 
use of wood.in tpiteof its replacement 
by coal as fuel acd by steel ia c-on- 
strnction, was 
steadily increasing. 


The per capita consumption ia the four 
chief countries of Kurope'is cow II 
cubic feet each year, and in a fewyears 
will probably reach :*> cubic feet. For 
this increase the «?e of wood ia paper 
making teems chiefly responsible. The 
steady rise ia price*, especially of 
coniferous woods, ia spite of much 
cheaper transport at ion, shows tbat the 
world's supplies are rapidly diminish- 
ing, says the Furester. 


Oaly fire oat of H European ecus- 


tries export more timber than they 
import. Scaadinavia acd Hussia are 
the principal exporter:. The limit of 
production la the former seems to Lave 
beea reached. Husyia still has large 
forests, but domestic demands are rap- 
idly increasing, and an exportable sur- 
plus cannot be long depended upon. 


The North American supplies are 


Tiiibly declining. Chica bas no timber 
to spare, and that country, wbeadevel- 
oped oa modern lines, will be an im- 
porter rather than aa exporter. There 
remains the rest of Alia, South. Amer- 
ica, acd Africa as sources of supply. 
I:ut these do not furnish any consid- 
erable amount of coniferous woods, 
which are mo^t in demand. Dr.Schlicb 
therefore concluded that the danger 
Of a deficient supply of 
coniferous 


wood was practically at bacd. and that 
deficiency of all kinds would £CO3 oc- 
cur naless remedial measures were 
adopted. 


The remedy ii easy, although time i< 


required for ill application. It is. ai 
Dr. Scblicb pointed out, fr> cultivate 
timber upon waste lacd. j-jst as other 
crops are cultivated upon more fer- 
tile soil. Ia Great I'rita'a alone there 
are Si.OOd.OOO acres of such Iand«. One- 
quarter nf this area, as I»r. Scblicb ai- 
lerted. wouM probab'y make the coaa- 
try icdepecdent of foreign supplies of 
timber. The same remedy wocld re- 
ftcre the declining timber iidastry of 
the t'nlted Slates. 


That this remedy will bare to be 


adopted soon is evident, for natural 
prowlh can no longer Veep pace with 
demacJ.
